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EDITORIAL 


The union of all Christian forces 
at this “most critical period in world 
history” is being advocated by Dr. 
Toyohiko Kagawa, head of the Social 
Bureau of Tokyo. 

Dr. Kagawa, who is known through- 
out the world as a Japanese Christian 
Socialist, has conferred with leaders 
of public opinion in the United States 
during the last four months, and will 
continue to discuss economic, social 
and religious conditions in the Orient. 

“This is not only a critical time in 
Japan,” he declared, “but the most 
critical period in world lustory, for 
if the pendulum swings to the left 
against the Christian church, there 
will be failure and it will be difficult 
for the Christian religion to recover 
its strength.” 

Dr. Kagawa opposes the use of uhe 
term “foreign” as applied to mission- 
ary work, and suggested the term 

“world mission” instead. “There is a 
great need of a revival of faith,” he 
said, “therefore, let us forget national 
and racial differences and take Christ 
seriously in this most critical time.” 

The remarks of this great Christian 
statesman may seem  pesimistic to 
many but they have the earmarks of a 
zealous patriot in the army of the 
cross. 


The hunting season is now on but 
a little later will be in full blast with 
the woods overrun with hunters of all 
kinds and of every description. Ray- 


mond J. Kenney director of the divi- 
sion of fish and game states that 132,- 
647 hunting licenses were issued last 
year with returns from 43,941. This 
looks like a large army-to scour the 
woods. He gives a most sensible 
warning however to all gun bearers in 
the following words: 

“Hunters should bear in mind the 
rights of property-owners.” ‘“Tres- 
pass laws should be strictly observed. 
Posting of land today against hunting 
is largely the result of abuses com- 
mitted in the past by some of the 
hunters. Sportsmen should conduct 
themselves on the property of others 
as they would on their own land. It 
is only through the co-operation of 
the landowners with the hunter that 
hunting is permitted in this state and 
sportsmen should do alli in their power 
to keep their relations amicable. Be 
extremely careful of fire. Many ser- 
ious fires in the past, running into 
heavy property damage in the wood- 
lands, have been laid to the matches, 
pipe, cigars and cigarets of the hunt- 
ers. Whether this blame is deserved 
or not, the hunters should try to set 
an example to the rest of the people 
by guarding the forests.” 


A visitor to Northfield who had 
spent the summer here said recently 
that he pictured the town as having 
high ideals, a superior citizenship and 
an orderly condition of affairs, be- 
fore his arrival owing to impressions 
gathered because of school and con- 
ference publicity. Now after a sum- 
mer he states that he finds we are 
much like all other towns of like 
size and character except that in some 
ways human thinking is somewhat at 
odds. Now the Editor has not ana- 
lyzed just what he meant but it does 
seem as if we all may not ponder over 
the estimate of a stranger’s impres- 
sion. Here in Northfield — small 
enough so that we know each other— 
large enough so that we may dwell 
with fall individuality—we live as one 

_Jarge family and in the spirit of love 
and charity—fair dealing and four- 
square relations why not consider- 
ate of each other’s good and welfare 
without malice covetness or selfish- 
nes—to try to live and let others live 
or in other words to make our neigh- 
bors better for our being—that would 
be true religion—pure commercialism 
and esteemed friendship. That would 
make Northfield better than other 
towns and sustain the impression of 
the stranger that Northfield has been 
indeed trne to its propaganda publi- 
cized these many years. 


F. orgotten Savings 


Franklin County has $1708.73 in its 
Savings Banks which have practically 
been forgotten and are unclaimed. 

Forgotten savings on deposit in 
Massachusetts savings banks total 
nearly $860,000, according to a list 
of inactive accounts compiled at the 
office of Bank Commissioner. The fig- 
ures reveal approximately $195,000 
jn personal inactive accounts, deposits 
left for 30 years or longer, and about 
$160,000 in probate accounts, which 
«re declared inactive after 20 years. 
Under state banking laws, these funds 
deposited by absent-minded citizens 
or by persons who have disappeared, 
vill revert to the state treasury after 
due process. 

In Hampden county, figures com- 
piled by state officials reveal, there is 
a total of $31,391.81 in inactive pro- 
bate accounts snd $3251.95 in inac- 
tive pargonel! accounts. The totals for 
other Western Massachusetts counties 
are as follows: Rerkshire, $1667.30 
and $2134.97; Franklin, $1393.02 and 
$218.69; Hampshire, $86.88 and 
$316.81.

Central Vermont R. R. 
To Operate Busses 


Permission to form a corporation 
to be known as the Central Vermont 
Transit Corp., and to conduct a motor 
bus and truck business was asked of 
the public service commission of Ver 
mont at Montpelier last week by of- 
ficials of the Central Vermont Rail- 
way in their capacity as individuals. 

The petitioners asked the commis- 
sion to conduct a hearing on the ap- 
plication and grant a public good cer 
tificate permitting the establishment 
and maintenance of the corporation. 
The proposed authorized capital is 
$50,000, divided into 500 shares of a 
value of $100 a share. 

The proposed articles of association 
provide that the corporation own and 
operate motor busses or motor trucks 
within and without the state of Ver- 
mon on regular schedules, over fixed 
routes and between stated terminals, 
and that it transport by motor bus 


common carrier or under private con- 
persons, property, baggage, 
frei express and mail. 

It is quite probable that the corpor 
ation will seek further rights in Mas 
isachusetts and Connecticut on ‘roads 
and through towns paralelling the 
Sentral Vermont Railway which might

Governor Ely Raps 


‘"“ Officials Who Charge 
Ten Cents Auto Mileage 


Speaking before a group of men in 
the Park Street Church Wednesday 
October 14th, Governor Joseph B. 
Ely stated “that the executive council 


on recommendation of the adminis- 
trative and finance commission had 
‘educed the mileage allowance to state 
employes on official business from 8 
to 10 cents a mile to six cents a mile. 
The new allowance is a flat rate, ir- 
respective of the make of car of the 
employe. Previous allowances depend- 
ed upon the make of the cars. 
Concerning the cut in mileage for 


cars of state employes, he stated that 


;some years ago the council allowed 


a charge of 10 cents a mile for the 
higher-priced cars and eight cents for 
smaller cars. He said that the em- 
ployes charged as- high as $10 per 
for a hundred miles of travel because 
of this rule, whereas if the trip was 
made by train the cost would be not 
more than $3 or $4. 

“This has been running on since 


ithen,” he continued. “You can make 


a profit on 10 cents a mile.” 

For several years business houses 
have allowed their representatives six 
cents a mile for their traveling and 
this move by Governor Ely will make 
for sensible economy.

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Faults Are Revealed 
By Warwick Audit 


The state audit of the town ac- 
counts of Warwick for the period 
from November 18, 1928 to June 16, 
1931, has just been completed by 
the state auditors and reveals quite 
a number of faults. 

Chief Accountant Edward H. Fen- 
ton has filed his report of the audit 
with Thedore N. Waddell, director of 
the division, and a copy has been 
sent to Chairman Frank W. Webster 
of the Warwick selectmen. 

“Considerable difficulty was experi- 
enced in reconciling the treasurer’s 
cash,” says the report, “due to the 
numerous errors in entering receipts 
and payments on the cash book. These 
errors, which are given in detail in an 
appended table showing a proof of the 
treasurer's cash, were adjusted, and 
the corrected cash balance on June 
16, 1981, was proved by an actual 
count of the cash on hand and by a 
reconciliation of the bank account.
